SECRETARY GAGE MAKES HIS 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


Thinks Reforms Are Necessary In Our 


Currency System—Would 
Retire 


Greenbacks end Substitute National 
Bank Notes—Condition of the Cur- 
rency System. 


Washington. Dec. 7.—The 
annual 


report to congress made by the secre- 
tary of the treasury is a document oil 
exceeding interest to the financiers o? 
the'country, one of its most important 
features being the subject of currency 
and banking. In submitting his report, 
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SECRETARY GAGE. 


Secretary Gage seeks to impress upor> 
congress the need of reform in 
the 


banking and currency systems of the 
country. In part the secretary says: 


"With a. financial system condemned 


by the judgment of the 
most expe- 


rienced and wise, both at home and 
abroad, its evils illustrated in daily 
business and emphasized in recurring 
panics, we fail, with an obtuse timid- 
ity, to face the questions which must be 
met and rightly solved 'before industry 
and commerce can be'established upon 
.enduring conditions of security. 


"The proposal to substitute bank is- 


sues for government notes is opposed 
with many honest prejudices and as- 
sailed by bitter 
denunciations. The 


first arise from a failure to comprehend 
the true philosophy of a paper curren- 
cy, and must be patiently considered. 
The latter obscure the question by 
reckless statements, charging that all 
propositions for currency reform are 
bank conspiracies to exploit the peo- 
ple." 


After 
describing 
at 
considerable 


length and detail the operation of the 
present currency system, especially as 
regards the inconveniences caused by 
it in the commercial transactions of the 
country, Mr. Gage -makes a strong plea 
for the substitution of a bank-note cur- 
rency, by which he claims these disa- 
bilities would be obviated. 


In the beginning of his report Sec- 


retary Gage thus stimmmarizes the 
operations of the treasury: 


"The aggregate receipts for the fiscal 


year, under warrant, as shown by the 
report of the treasurer of the United 
States, were $738,549,255.20, and 
the 


disbursements $827,588,124.80. 
There 


was consequently a decrease of $89,- 
$38,86s.60 in the general treasury bal- 
ance, which stood at ?864,790,237.71 at 
the opening of the year, and at $7'ia,- 
751,368.11 at the close. Besides the or- 
dinary revenues there were receipts on 
account 
of the public debt which 


swelled the total income available in 
the fiscal operation of the government 
to $481,612,255.20, while corresponding 
additions to the ordinary expenditures 
brought the total on this side of the 
account up to $543,561,104.80, and creat- 
ed a deficiency of $61,948,849.60 as the 
net result. These figures, however, 
do not include any part of the loan 
of $200,000,000, the proceeds of which 
had begun to come in before the close 
01 the year, though none were form- 
ally covered into the treasury until 
afterward. On the side of the receipts 
is included the sum of $64,751,223.75, 
realized from the sale of the Union 
Pacific and Kansas Pacific railroads, 
while, on the other hand, the expendi- 
tures are increased by $29,850,952, dis- 
bursed in the redemption of Pacific 
railroad subsidy bonds. 


"A better view of the results of the 


year's fiscal operations is afforded by 
the changes in the assets of the treas- 
ury. The total holdings available to 
this branch of the business show only 
the insignificant falling off from ?2S3,- 
295,424.23 to $275,747,803.17." 


The secretary recommends the es- 


tablishment of 
a system of graded 


bounties upon the -mileage of regis- 
tered American vessels engaged in for- 
eign carrying trade; extension of the 
principle by virtue of which boats can 
be constructed in this country upon 
the registry of foreign-built 
steam- 


ships; a moderate increase in the rates 
of the tonnage tax; the restriction of 
the trade between the United States, 
Porto Rico, and Hawaii and the coast- 
ing trade of those islands to vessels of 
American registry.

SPEAKER REED SAID TO FAVOR 


AN OHIO MAN. 


Says It Has Always Been the Policy 


of the Democratic Party, And as It 


Has Been Forced Upon Us at This 
Time We Should Take Advantage 
Of It. 


Washington, Dec. 7—[Special]—A 


majority of the democratic senators and 
representatives are much displeased over 
Senator "Vest's opposition to the expan- 
sion of our national territory, 
and will 


not lend him their support in his crusade 
against the policy of the administration. 
••.\11 the traditions of the democratic 
party," said a prominent democratic 
senator today, -'are on the side of ex- 
pansion. The democrats were in power 
when the Louisiana purchase was made, 
when Florida was acquired, and when 
Texas and the entire southwest coast to 
the Pacific, including California, were 
added to our possessions. The argu 
ments of that day in favor of expansion, 
except that of securing geographical 
symmetry, are as valid today. For my 
own part I believq in a policy of aggres- 
sion, not by means of war but by peace- 
ful acquirement of territory, 


"The policy of seclusion ia a selfish 


one. It IB like a child's who has a lap 
full of goodies and goes to a corner 
there to devour them alone. I believe 
that free government is a good thing 
for all mankind, and should be extended 
to every part of the earth, and if the 
government of the "United States can 
promote such an extension it is its duty 
to do so. 


"The colonies recently under the con> 


trol of Spain were struggling for eman 
cipation from a tyranny infinitely worse 
than the American colonies suffered from 
when they rebelled against Great Brit- 
ain. Not only were the people taxed 
outrageously, but their lives and prop- 
erty 
were at the mercy of a horde of 


cruel, rapacious miscreants quartered on 
then by the Spanish government. They 
had good cause to revolt, and now that 
they have been freed from their thrall- 
dom what is more natural than that 
they should look for a union with the 
nation that emancipated thorn? 
We 


should not repel but rather encourage 
them to come where their liberties and 
rights will be secure for all time to 
come. 


"Expansion is the manifest destipy ,pj 


the United States. I ana enough pf ,£; 
fatalist to believe that it will' be; useless.' 
to fight against it, even if it were policy 
to do so. Those democrats who oppose 
such a course do not faithfully represent 
the sentiment, of their constituents, for 
I am confident that if a poll of the dem- 
ocratic voters ou the subject could be 
taken it would be found that they stand 
ten to one in favor ol expansion. 


•'There may be differences among dem- 


ocrats, as there are among republicans, 
as to the policy of wars of conquest. But 
we did not enter upon the conflict with 
Spain for the purpose of robbing her of 
her dependencies. Their 
acquisition 


came about as a natural and legitimate 
result of the war. Fortune decreed that 
wo should possess the Philippines and 
Porto Eico. and now necessity compels 
us to retain them. We need "them for 
purposes of trade extension as well as 
for national defense, and 'it would bo a 
great national-folly if not a crime against 
humanity to neglect the opportunity of 
extending the blessings of a republican 
form of government that has presented 
itself.".

Ohio friends of the Cleveland man are 
putting up a tremendous fight. It .is 
alsp said that the old question as to the 
Pacific coast harbors at San Pedro and 
Santa Monica, about which there has 
been a row in the committee and in both 
houses of congress for years, is being 
crowded into the contest, and that the 
southern Pacific railroad people, having 
been opposed by 
Mr. Cooper in the 


past, are now doing all they can to pre- 
vent his appointment. 


There also appears to be a division in 


the ranks of tho republican members of 
the committee, and although by rank 
Mr. Cooper would bo entitled to tho 
place, several committeemen are said to 
be favorable to. Mr. Burton. While it is 
not settled that Mr. Cooper will fail to 
win the place, it is apparent that he and 
his friends must put up a hard fight to 
win, as Mr. Burton is very popular and 
he has strong backing.

BAYS TREATY IS NEARLY READY. 


Judge Day Announce! the Pmpen Will 


Be Signed In a Few JOmym. 


Paris, Dec. 7.—When the peace com- 


missioners emerged from the foreign 
office Tuesday after their long session, 
Judge Day, president of the American 
commission, announced that all re- 
quests had been settled and that the- 
treaty would be signed in three or four 
days.- -The work remaining consists 
largely in drafting into language the 
conclusions reached.

The,rough drafting of the treaty, 


which may be considerably changed, 
covers the proposals. It makes a long 
document, which Senator Cushman K. 
Davis of the United States peace com- 
mission says will be found to be one 
of the most interesting papers in its 
character ever wrjtten. So completely 
are the details of the evacuation of the 
Philippines stipulated that a commis- 
sion such as arranged for the Spanish 
withdrawal from the West Indies will 
We unnecessary.

A long and hard fought 'litigation 


came to an end in the county court this 
morning when Judge J. W. Sale sus- 
tained and admitted to probate the will 
of the late Frances Cnron. 


The 'question at issue was mainly con- 


tested by Joseph Hagnn, who claimed 
that Mrs. Caron when she made her will 
was not in her right mind, and that 
while in such condition she was not 
capable of knowing just what she was 
about.' 


The property left by the deceased 


and contested in the courts was valued 
at about 88,000 in real estate and per- 
sonal property. 


When Mrs. Caron died in Jj.ne last it 


was found that-she had 
left a will in 


which she bequeathed to Eagan all of 
her personal property and a goodly 
part of her real estate. 
The remainder 


of her real estate was bequeathed to the 
children of a deceased brother, John 
Madru. Hagan contested the right of 
these children to their share of the es- 
tate, and set up the claim that the tes- 
tatrix was insane. 


A number of witnesses were brought 


to prove the mental unsoundnees of 
Mrs. Caron. They swore that while she 
was a resident of South Kiver street she 
believed in witches and the baleful"eftects 
of black cats upon her destiny. That 
she was eccentric was the opinion of 
many of her neighbors, but the court 
held that she was not sufficiently insane 
to prevent her from making a valid will. 
The document was therefore admitted 
to probate, and Mr. Hatjan will be com- 
pelled to be content with the share of 
the estate the will gave him.

Hart's Saloon—Was Under the In- 
fluence of Liquor When He Retired 
and Turned on the Gas—Not a 
Suicide. 


Julius A. Bliss, who resides in the 


Hat over No. 8 North Main street, was 
found this uioi.ning lying in bed uncon- 
scious as the result of inhaling illumi- 
nating 
gas. The 
timely arrival of 


neighbors who burst in the door, and 
hard work on the part of Dr. James 
Gibso'n was all that saved the man's 
.life. 


When the door waa forced in gas 


poured into the hallway, nearly stupe- 
fying those who first 
came to the ros 


cue. 
A wide open gas jet in the front 


room a few feet from the bed was dis- 
covered as the cause. 


John Kemmett, who works for W. C. 


Hart & Co., on going to work this morn- 
ing at 6:30 o'clock heard groans issuing 
from the room above the Hurt Bnloon. 
He notified Sheriff Acheson, and en 
crance was gained to fhe room. 


After the unfortunate man had been 


brought to his senses he could recollect 
but little that hnd taken place. 
All he 


knew was that he retired about 9:30 
o'clock, and he supposed that before get- 
ting into bed he had turned out the 
gas. 


Prom circumstances surrounding the 


case it appears that Bliss had been 


j drinking when he went to bed. His 


I room clearly indicated this, as the bed 
| clothes had been soiled in many places 
: where he vomited. When he got ready 
| to retire he was iu a half dazed condi 
| tion, and after turning out the gas had 
accidentally turned it on again. 


When asked if he intended to commit 


suicide Mr. Bliss said that he never had 
any such intention. He had had'trouble 
with his family who reside on South 
Academy street, and rather than live 
with them he had decided to stay up 
town. 
He had been rooming in his 


present quarters but two weeks. 
He 


occupied ouly the front room which 
was poorly furnished. Open transons 
leading from this room through which 
the deadly gas passed during the night 
was all that saved his life. 


Mr. Bliss stated that ho was 55 years 


of age, and that for several years hc- 
woi'ked on a farm near Hanover, and for 
three years worked a farm for his broth- 
er, James Bliss, near Aftou. 
This after 


noon the unfortunate man was consid- 
ered out of danger.

composed he was unable 
to make a 


positive statement as to an injury on 
the left side of the head. From all con 
ditions she had been dead from five to 
six days. No poison w is found in her 
system, nor were any marks of violence 
found on the body. As to the contents 
of the stomach he was unable to state 
ou account of the decomposition. 
The 


condition of the heart, lungs and brain 
indicated strangulation, suffication, or 
by inhaling illuminating gas. 


In speaking of external violence Dr. 


Palmer said that it would hardly show 
in her case as the body was too badly 
decomposed, but that her condition did 
not show poison. 
Dr. Palmer then 


helped move the still living form of Mr. 
Wilcox from the bedroom to the sitting 
room. 


''What have you been doing Charley?" 


said Dr. Palmer as he put his hand on 
the dying man's head.

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 7.—It is re- 


ported from Waupaca that the village 
of Weyauwega, in Wanpaca county, 
was almost entirely destroyed by fire 
Tuesday evening. The village had a 
population of about 2,000. 
All the 


stores in the main street, Wood's hotel 
and five summer cottages and nearly 
all the residence portion of the vil- 
lage were completely swept away. 


Fully 1,500 people are homeless and 


there will be much suffering from ex- 
posure. Aid has been sent from Wau- 
paca, which is about ten miles west 
of the burned village. The telegraph 
and telephone offices have been de- 
stroyed, so that it is impossible to get 
further details.
